1 . Claims 1-27 are pending in this communication filed 1 1/30/06 entered as Appeal 
Brief filed. 

The Application is being allowed following an Appeal Conference decision on 
March 1, 2007 and Prosecution is hereby reopened. 

Reopening Prosecution 

2. In view of the Appeals Conference Decision on 03/01/07, PROSECUTION IS

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1-27 allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
requirement of two transfers through a stored value account and receiving pay-out 
instructions including at least two of a payor identifier , a payee identifier, a transfer 
amount, a payment description, waiting a period of time between the sending step and 
the second listed transferring step and canceling the second-listed transferring step if 
the payor declines within the period of time. The prior art Hilt and Kolling perform a 
single transfer and do not perform two transfers through a stored value account. 

An extensive search of the applicable prior art was done but showed no better 
reference.
